Bill No. VIII of 1958 

A Bill to amend and codify certain parts of the law relating to minority and 
guardianship among Hindus 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows 1 — 

1. Short title and extent. — (7) This Act may be called the Hindu 
Minority and Guardianship Act, 1953. 

(3) It extends to the whole of India except the State of .Jammu and. 
Kashmir and applies also to Hindus domiciled in tho territories to which 
this Act extends who are outside the said territories, 

2. Application of Act. — ( 1 ) This Act applies — 

(а) to any person who is a Hindu by religion in any of its forme 
or developments, including a Virashaiva, a Lingayat or a follower of 
the Brahmo, Prarthana or Arya Samaj, 

(б) to any person who is a Buddhist, Jaina or Sikh by religion, 
and 

(c) to any other porson domiciled in India who is not a Muslim, 
Christian, Parsi or Jew by religion, unless it is proved that any such 
person would not have been governed by the Hindu law or by any 
custom or usage as part of that law in respect of any of the matters 
dealt with herein if this Act had not been passed. 

Explanation . — The following persons are Hindus by religion within the 
meaning of this Act, — 

(a) any illegitimate child both of whose parents are Hindus, 

(b) any child, legitimate or illegitimate, one of whose parents is 
a Hindu and who is brought up as a momber of the tribe, community, 
group or family to which such parent belongs or belonged, and 

(c) any person who is a convert or re-convert to the Hindu religion, 

( 195 ) 
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(2) Tho expression ‘Hindu’ in any portion of thiB Act shall be construed 
us if if included a person who, though not a Hindu by religion, is, never- 
theless, a person to whom this Act applies by virtue of the provisions con- 
tained in sub-section (I). 

3. Definitions. — In this Act — 

(a) “minor” means a person who has not completed the ago of 
oighteen years ; 

(b) “natural guardian” means any of the guardians referred to in 
section 5, but does not include a guardian — - 

(t) appointed by the wall of the minor’s father, or 
(it) appointed or declared by a court, or 

(lit) empowered to act as such by or under any enactment 

relating to any court of wards, 

4. Over-riding effect of Act.- — Save as otherwise expressly provided in 
this Act — 

(a) any text, rule or interpretation of Hindu law or any custom 
or usage in force immediately -before the commencement of this Act 
shall cease to have effect with respect to any matter for which provi- 
sion is made in this Act; 

(b) any other law in force immediately before the commencement 
of this Act shall ooase to have effect in bo far as it is inconsistent with 
any of tho provisions contained in this Act. 

5. Natural guardians of a Hindu minor.— The natural guardians of a 
Hindu minor, in respect of the minor’s person as well as in respect of tho 
minor’s property (excluding his or her undivided interest in joint family 
propet tv), tire — 

(a) in tho case of a boy or unmarried girl — the father, and after 
him, the mother: provided that the custody of a minor who has not 
completed the age of thtee years shall ordinarily be with the mother; 

( b ) in tho case of an illegitimate hoy or an illegitimate unmarried 
gir] — the mother and after her, the father; 

(e) in the case of a married girl — the husband: 

Provided that no peison shall be entitled to act as the natural guardian 
of a minor under the provisions of this section — 

(a) if he has ceased to be a Hindu, or 

( b ) if ho has completely and finally renounced the world by be- 
coming a hermit or an ascetic or a perpetual religious student. 

6. Natural guardianship of adopted son. — The natural guardianship of 

an adopted son who is a minor passes, on adoption, from the family of his 
birth to the family of his adoption. 

7. Powers of natural guardian. — (I) The natural guardian of a Hindu 

minor has power, subject to the provisions of this section, to do all acts 
which aro necessary or reasonable and proper for the benefit of the minor 
or for the realisation, protection or benefit of the minor’s estate; but the 
guardian can in no case bind the minor by a personal covenant. 
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( 2 ) The natural guardian shall not, without the previous permission ot 
the Court — 

(a) mortgage or charge, or transfer by sale, gift, exchange or other- 
wise, any part oi the immovable property ol the minor; or 

(b) lease any part oi such property ior a term exceeding live years 
or far a term extending more than one year beyond the date on which 
the minor will attain majority. 

(3) Any disposal of immovable property by a natural guardian, in con- 
travention of sub-section (1) or sub-section (2), is voidable at the instance 
of the minor or any other person affected thereby. 

(4) No court shall grant permission to the natural guardian to do any of 
the acts mentioned in sub-section (2) except in caso ot necessity or for an 
evident advantage to the minor. 

(5) The Guardians aud Wards Act, 1890 (VIII of 1890), sbull apply to 
and in respect of an application for obtaining the permission of the court 
under sub-section (kj in all respects as if it were an application for obtain- 
ing the permission of the court under section 29 of that Aot, and in parti- 
cular — 

(a) proceedings in connection with tlfe application shall bo deemed 
to be proceedings under that Act within the meaning of section 4A 

thereof ; 

(b) the court shall observe the procedure and have the powers 
specified in sub-sections (2), (3) and (4) of section 131 of that Act; aud 

(c) an appeal shall lie to the High Court from an order of the court 
refusing permission to the natural guardian to do any of the actB men- 
tioned in Bub-seelion (2) of this section. 

(fi) In this section, “court” means the district court or a court em- 
powered under section 4A of the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 (VIII ot 
1890), within the locul limits of whose jurisdiction the immovable property 
in respect of which the application is made, or any part thereof, is 
situated. 

8. Revocation of authority by natural guardian. — Where the natural 
guardian of a Hindu minor authorises another person to. tako charge of the 
minor, the authority is revocable except — 

(a) where it is not in tho interests of the minor to permit revocation ; 

or 

(b) where the natural guardian has censed to be a Hindu , or 

(c) where for any other sufficient cause, it is not desirabio to per- 
mit revocation. 

9. Testamentary guardian and his powers. — (I) A Hindu father may, by 
will, appoint a guardian for any of his minor legitimate children in respect 
of the minor’s person, or in respect of the minor’s property (other than 
the undivided interest referred to in section 12) or in respect of both- 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise any 
person to act as the guardian of the person of the minor for so long tho 
mother is alive and is capable of acting as the natural guardian of her 
minor child. 

(2) The guardian so appointed has, after the death of the father and of 
the mother, if the father has predeceased her, tho right to act as the 
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minor’s guardian, and to exorcise all the rights of a natural guardian under 
this Act to suoh extent and subject to such restrictions, if any, as may 
be specified in the will. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of this Act, a Hindu widow may, by will, 
appoint a guardian for any of her minor children in respect of the person of 
the minor: 

Provided that her husband has not already by will appointed any person 
to be the guardian of the person of such child. 

(4) The right of the guardian so appointed shall, -where the minor is a 
girl, cease on her murriage. 

10. Duty of guardian to bring up minor as a Hindu. — It shall be the 
duty of the guardian of a Hindu minor to bring up the minor as a Hindu. 

11. De facto guardian not to deal with minor’s property. — After the com- 
mencement of this Act, no person shall be entitled to dispose of, or deal 
with, the property of a Hindu minor merely on the ground of his or her 
being the de facto guardian of the minor. 

« 

12. Guardian not to be appointed for minor’s undivided interest In 
Joint family property. — Where a minor has an undivided interest in joint 
family property and the property is under the management otf an adult 
member of the family, no guardian shall be appointed for the minor in 
respect of such undivided interest: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the 
jurisdiction of a High Court to appoint a guardian in respect of suoh 
interest. 

13. Welfare of minor to be paramount consideration. — In the appoint- 
ment or declaration of auy person as guardian of a Hindu minor by a 
Court, the welfare of the minor shall be the paramount consideration and 
no person shall be entitled to the guardianship by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this Act or of any law relating to guardianship in marriage 
among Hindus, if the Court is of opinion that his or her guardianship 
will not be for the welfare of the minor. 


STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS 

This is another instalment of the Hindu Code and it deals with the 
law relating to minority and guardianship. 

2. Under the Indian Majority Act, 1875, a person attains majority on 
his completing the age of 18 years but if before the completion of that age 
he has a guardian appointed by the court, he attains majority^ on com- 
pleting the age of 21 years. That Act applies to all porsons including 
Hindus but an exception is made with respect to the capacity of any person 
to act in the matter of marriage, dower, divorce and adoption. Marriage 
and divorce have already been dealt with so far as Hindus are concerned 
and the definition of minor in the Bill will ensure that the age of majority 
is 18 lor all practical purposes.; 
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8, Guardians may be divided into three classes, namely, (1) natural 
guardians, (2) testamentary guardians and (3) guardians appointed under 
tho Guardians and Wards Act, 1890, and the present Bill is supplemental 
to the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890, and deals with natural guardians 
and testamentary guardians, incidentally abolishing de fact ) guardians. 

4. The notes on clauses explain, wherever necessary, the various' pro- 
visions contained in the Bill.

Notes on Clauses 

Clause 5 , — The proviso to this clausa was added bj tho Seloct Com- 
mittee in 1948; otherwise this clause re-states the existing law. 

Clause G . — This clause exactly reproduces tho existing law. 

Clause 7 . — The existing restrictions on the powers of the natural 
guardian of a Hindu minor have been re-cast more or less on the lines of 
similar restrictions in the Guardians aud Wards Act, 1890. 

Clause 8. -Under tho present law, the natural guardian can entrust 
I hr- custody and education of his minor children to another person but 
such entrustment is revocable. The court will, however, interfere to 
prevent revocation if the authority has been acted upon in such a way 
as to create associations ot to give rise to expectations on the part of the 
minor which it would be undesirable in tho circumstances to disturb. 

Clause 9 . — Under the existing law, even the mothor can be exoluded 
from the guardianship by the father. She has also no pc/wer to appoint 
a testamentary guardian. 

The Select Committee in 1948 amended this clause to provido that no 
testamentary guardian appointed by the father fchaj] be entitled to act as 
such if the mother is alive and is capable of acting as tho natural 
guardrail. They also provided that a Hindu widow may appoint a testa- 
mentary guardian if her husband has not already appointed any such 
guardian. The 'present clause follows the Select Committee’s draft. 

Clause 10 . — This clause reproduces a similar provision contained in 
the Ran Committee’s draft. 

Clause 11 . — Under the existing law, a de facto guardian has the same 
power of alienating the property of his ward as a natural guardian. This 
clause abolishes de facto guardians as there is no need to continue to 
grant recognition to surf guardians. 
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Clause 12- — Wo long as the joint family system oxists, this provision, 
which is in accordance with the existing law, is necessary. 

Clause 13. — -As in section 17 of the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890, 
the welfare of the minor has been made the paramount consideration in 
the appointment or declaration of any person as guardian of a Hindu 
minor.

— The repeal by this Act of any enactment shall not affect 
any other enactment in which (lie repealed enactment has been applied, 
incorporated or referred to; 

and this Act shall not affect tho validity, invalidity, effect or conse- 
quences ot anything already done or suffered, or any right, title, obliga- 
tion or liability already acquired, accrued or incurred, or any remedy or 
proceeding m respect thereof, or any release or dischargo of or from any 
debt, penalty, obligation, liability, claim or demand, or any indemnity 
already granted, or the proof of any past act or thing; 

nor shall this .Act affect any principle or rule of law, or established 
jurisdiction, fouu or course ot pleading, practice or procedure, ur existing 
usage, custom, privilege, restriction, exemption, office pr appointment, 
notwithstanding that the same respectively may have been in any manner 
affirmed, or recognised or derived by, m oi from any enactment hereby 
repealed; 

nor shall the repeal by this Act of any enactment revive or restore any 
jurisdiction, otfaeo, custom, liability, right, title, privilege, restriction, 
exemption, usage, practice, procedure or other matter or thing not now 
existing or in force.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

This Bill is one o£ those periodical measures by which enactments 
which have ceased to be in force or have become obsolete or the retention 
whereof as separate Acts is unnecessary are repealed or by which formal 
defects detected in enactments aro corrected. This Bill has been prepared 
after due consultation with State Governments in bo fRr as the Bill relates 
to the repeal of certain old and obsolete laws. 

The Notes which follow explain the reasons for tho repeal or amend- 
ment suggested in such of those items of tho Bill in rospoct whoreof some 
detailed explanation is necessary. 

Clause 4 of the Bill contains a precautionary provision which it is 
usual to include in Bills of this kind.

NOTES ON CLAUSES 
The First Schedule 

The Bhavnagar Act, 1876. — This Act was enacted to implement 
certain agreements with the then Thakur of Bhavnagar, and in consulta- 
tion with the Government of Saurashtra it is now being repealed as 
obsolete. 

The Punjab Murderous Outrages ( Amendment ) Act, 1877. — The Punjab 
Murderous Outrages Act, 1877, was repealed by the Repealing and Amend- 
ing Act, 1952 (XLVIII of 1952), but the formal repeal of this Act which 
revived the principal Aot and extended its life during the pleasure of the 
Central Government was somehow over-looked. 

The Banki Laws Act, 1881.— This Act annexed the territory comprised 
in the Mahal of Banki to the district of Cuttaok and assimilated its laws 
with the laws of Cuttack. By reason of article 372 of the Constitution 
all pre-existing laws continue and this Act is no longer necessary, 

The Panch Mahals Laws Aot, 1885. — This Aot removed Panoh Mahals 
from the list of Scheduled Districts and assimilated the laws in force 
therein with the laws in force in the nearby District of Khaira. Panch 
Mahals are now part of the State of Bombay, and there is no longer any 
need for retaining this special Aot on the Statute-book. 

The Jhansi and Morar Act, 1886. — This Act annexed the town and 
fort of Jhansi to ttio Jhansi District and is now obsolete. 

The Basel Mission Trading Company Act, 1920 and the Enemy 
Missions Act, 1921. — These Acts, which validated certain indentures trans- 
ferring certain enemy properties after the First World War and provided for 
the incorporation of certain Trustees are no longer necessary. 

The Malhharoda and Oaontia Villages Laws Act, 1926. — These villages 
are now part of Madhya Pradesh and for reasons similar to those given 
against the Panch Mahals Laws Act, 1885, this Act is also being repealed.

The other amendment seeks to remove 9 difficulty in the con- 
struction of the words “State Government” and to make the meaning of 
the sec.tion clear, which is to enable the Central Government to delegate 
powers to officers of the Central Government or to the Stato Government 
or to officers of the State Government. 

The Mines Act, 1952. — Amendment No. 1 is clarificatpry while amend- 
ment No. 2 corrects a clerical error. 

The Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 — It has now boon 
brought to notice tlot certain State Acts require to be expressly repealed 
on the enforcement ot this Act or of any provision contained therein 
In relation to any goods 01 classes of goods. This repealing clause will have 
the effect of repealing pro tafito the corresponding law ini the State 
subject lo necessary savings.
